60,000 MILES 


At the present time there are approximately 
60,000 miles of organised air routes through- 
out, Europe, stretching from north to south 
and east to west, and it is no easy matter 
to draw up programmes that will ensure the 
best all-round facilities in regard to speed, 
comfort and reliability, for the ever-growing 
army of those who fly for business or 
pleasure. 

The experts who assemble to work out 
their schedules are all members of the Inter- 
national Air Traffic Association—this being 
the body which directs and controls the 
European airway system. Members put for- 
ward plans for improved and accelerated

Such high-speed journeys, changing frequently 
from one service te another, depend entirely 
on the efficiency of the organisation which 
works out detailed iitcachadules beforehand. 


FLYING HOLIDAYS 


Apart from the growing volume of business 
travel on European airways, increasing atten- 
tion. has to be paid, each year, to the needs 
of those who want to enjoy flying holidays. 
Every summer fresh records are established 
in the number of people who use the air-lines 
when travelling on their vacations. Often it 
is not merely a case of just flying to one 
city on the Continent and then returning. 
Travellers show an increasing desire to utilise 
the speed of air transport in effecting rapid 
tours of Europe, paying visits to a series of 
famous cities and beauty-spots. This summer 
there will be more facilities than ever before 
in regard to the making of aerial tours of 
Europe. Not only is co-operation between 
main air-lines growing more effective, but 
passenger-carrying aircraft continue to .in- 
crease in speed. And it is these facts which 
are rendering it possible to fly farther, and 
See more, in any given period of time, than 
was possible by the previous schedules in 
operation on European airways. The speed 
of express travel on main continental air 
routes is illustrated by the service flown by 
Imperial Airways between London. and 
Budapest. Leaving Croydon in the morning 
after breakfast, one cen be in Budapest in 
time for dinner that same evening. 

On the chief European routes it is now 
becoming possible to accomplish in eight or 
nine hours by air journeys which would take 
thirty hours or more by surface transport.

‘BUSINESS TRAVELLERS 


Business travellers—those who are all-the- 
year-round patrons of the airway—are 
studied and catered. for with s:xcial care. 
The business man goes by air solely to save 
time. He finds he can fit in many more inter- 
views and appointments if he plots out a 
tour by means of the flying routes. On the 
journey he wants quiet, well-appointed 
saloons, a good catering service, with quick, 
attentive stewards, 

When any new type of air liner is being 
devised, and those who will build it are 
in conference with experts of the airway who 
will be using it, there are many things to 
consider besides the speed at which the 
machine will move through the air. The size 
and position of each air-saloon have to be con- 
sidered carefully. Saloons must be spacious 
and lofty, giving ample room for passengers 
to get up and move about as required. In 
the new air-liners of Imperial Airways the 
Hull interiors are arranged so as to include a 
snug smoking room and promenade saloon; 
from the windows of the latter passengers 
ebtain fascinating panorama views while the 
air-liners are in flight, 

An important question is that of placing 
engines well away from passengers’ quarters, 
and of employing sound-deadening materials 
in hull structures. By means such as these 
passengers are able to chat with one 
another without any need to raise their 
voices. Spectal importance is attached to the 
catering arrangements on modern air-liners. 
In big aircraft the kitchen equipment 
enables a catering service to rovided 
which is in every way the equal of that in a 
first class restaurant or hotel. 


GROUND CONNECTIONS 


There are many other questions which need 
to be considered by airway managements of 
to-day, apart from the actual flights of the 
machines which form their operating fleets, 
There are, for example, important problems 


concerning ground connections—trains, motor 
coaches and a special fleet of fast motor 
passengers out to the 
big flying boats riding at their moorings.

WHY NOT GROW HEMP?

The question of growing homp in Ireland 
was raised yesterday at a meeting. of the 
Dublin County Committee of Agriculture by 
Mr. W. Walsh.

In the time of Sir Horace 
Plunkett, when Sir Nugent Everard culti- 
vated tobacco he had grown a quantity of 
hemp to shelter the tobacco. Mr. Walsh 
said that he heard that there was no difficulty 
in growing it, and that it was easier to 
handle than flax. :

said that they had some hemp seed, and it 
was decided to grow a small quantity as an 
experiment.

LSTER is one of the most fortunate of 
U provinces of the British Isles, being 


representative of all types of natural 
scenery from wild and rugged cliffs and 
sweeping moors to flower-haunted valleys and 
insect-tenanted meadows. Its beauty never 
fades, but merely changes. Ulster is situated 
in the main lines of bird traffic from the 
North, especially during the busy times of 
spring and autumn migration when rare and 
irregular birds haunt our coasts. In many 
suitable rendezvous birds gather in great 
numbers, safe from molestation and harm, 
One bird metropolis is Strangford Lough, 
situated away from the wildness of the 
tempestuous Irish Sea, and is a perfect age? 
dise for winged visitors. The Lough 1s 
long and narrow and studded with islands, 
365 islands to be correct, but nobody ever 
bothers to count them. Mostly they are 
rocks or shingle beds exposed at low water, 
or peninsulas marooned at high tide, but 
only about fifty are permanently grass- 
topped. ‘The opening to this archipelago is 
only a hundred yards wide, and through 
this narrow neck rushes a _ tide of 
bubbling whirlpools at six knots an hour. 
The water in the Lough, which drains into 
the Irish Sea, consequently rises and falls 
with the greatest rapidity. Not once but 
many times have 1 been caught out by the 
swiftness of the tide and marooned, or, when 
visiting an island, one may return to find 
one’s boat high and dry on the ‘rocks far 
away from the nearest water. 

On one occasion I was photographing an 
-oyster catcher, my assistant had shut me into 
the hide when he glimpsed our boat sliding 
gently out on the tide, luckily we were near 
the mainland, the boat came to grief on the 
rocks of a jutting peninsu'a. 


Scrabo Tower 


Ben the “Lough like a watchful 
sentry, Scrabo Tower stands on the granite 
outcrop above the salt marshes of Newtown- 
ards. Scrabo was erected in memory of the 
third Marquis of Londonderry in 1851. Tins 
thin pinnacle of memory on its towering and 
windswept pleteau can ba seen from all over 
Down and most of Antrim, but sometimes it 
goes into hiding, and swirling mists sweep it 
into brooding invisibility. 

Strangford Lough has well known historic 
connections—it was once known as Lough 
Cuan, and the Danes sailed through its narrow 
mouth and assailed the many religious strong- 
holds dotted about its shores. But, perhaps, 
it is best known for the countless thousands 
of seabirds which exist in comparative safety 
on ‘the low islands. —- Birds are quick to 
appreciate protection, and under the protec- 
tive eye of watchers many birds have 
increased enormously, and new nesting species 
recorded. Previously egg-collectors came 
from all parts of the British Isles to drain 
the islands of their eggs; on one island a 
colleetor took seventy-five clutches of sand- 
wich terns’ eggs. Some of the birds laid their 
eggs again, but by the time the eggs had 
hatched the urge to migrate was slowly usurp- 
ing the maternal instinct, and many of the 
young died a _ shivering, starving death, 
but luckily a dwindling bird population 
sensed the security of this bird haven. 


The Heron 


Amid the gentle soughing of the wind and 
the singing rhythm of the waves many of 
the wistful dramas of life are found in com- 
pany with stark tragedy. One cannot go 
faz along the shores of Strangford without 
seeing the heron standing deep in thought 
like an old man, with hands deep in pockets 
reflecting on pee scenes; of wading slowly 
and purposefully in search of eels, neck drawn 
in, scanning the water but still thinking 
deeply. A flash and the curving gleam of an 
eel flashes through the air to fall down his 
spacious gullet. On his middle toe the heron 
has a serrated claw, the use of which puzzled 
me until [ saw a heron in shallow water 
hold a wriggling eel to the ground with this 
claw. When disturbed, the heron beats awk. 
wardly into the air with a harsh raucous cry, 
legs trailing and shin neck marking time to the 
tneasured beats of large wings. In many of the 
pine woods that surround the tree-girt shore, 
centuries-old heronies have withstood ‘the 
march of time and the excreta-covered trees 
gleam whitely in the sun. The heron is well 
worth the arduous trouble of waiting and 
building a hide to photograph. Considering 
his extreme wariness, to have secured a 
photograph of him is a definite achievement. 

I spent two months building a hide at the 
top of a forty-foot pine tree overlooking a 
heron’s nest. The strain of waiting and 
watching was dulled by the soft sounds of 
waves gently lapping over shingle, and the 
whispered confidences of the leaves, but for 
all the arduous work only one photograph 
resulted; the eggs were sucked by a pair 
of hooded crows. The methods these arrogant 
thieves used to drive the heron from her 
eggs was interesting. One would repeatedly 


ing wildly. This unnerved the heron so 
much that she took wing and departed; then 
the other hoodia slipped quickly on to the 


nest and sucked the eggs. _ 
At the end of the breeding season the 


colony breaks up and the heron becomes a 
wanderer, ranging far and wide, only con- 
cerned with the catching of food. Once 
again he lapses into the state of the thinker. 


Summer Migrants 

With the advent of April flocks of long- 
winged terns arrive for a summer vacation 
on the low islands. During the last two 
seasons the sandwich tern has outnumbered 
all other species, owing, no doubt, to their

unwary victim. Whilst photographing a 
common tern from a hide on one of the. 
islands a kestrel (one of the many birds of 
prey that haunt the we, lit on a stone 
near the hide, and glanced about, not paying 
the slightest attention to the angry buzz of 
the terns flying within inches of its tawny 
head. It spotted a young tern crouched near 
a stone, like a flash it was on it, and with a 
daggerlike sweep of its hooked beak, the 
young tern rolled on its back, red blood 
tlowing from a wound at the back of the 
head. Gripping the prey in one long, hooked 
claw the kestrel lifted heavily into the air, 
to be immediately subjected to argry attacks 
from swarms of terns, but in no way per- 
turbed it vanished in the direction of the 
mainland with a trail of terns after it. 


Tragedy 
When approaching a nesting colony of terns 
in our little sailing dinghy the strange sight 
of clouds of smoke coming from the island, 
where no smoke should have been, aroused 
our curiosity. A ghastly scene met our 
arrival: the island was on fire. Flames and 
thick smoke rose skywards with a savage 
roar, mingled with the piercing shrill screams 
of the distraught terns. Many bodies lay on 
the ground burnt into unrecognisable shapes. 
Screaming terns fluttered helplessly and hope- 
lessly before the flames, anxious for their eggs 
or helpless young ones. Some holiday-maker 
had dropped a lighted match, which ignited 
the peaty earth and travelled underground 
until it burst with fury on the terns. No 
amount of water or trench-cutting could stem 
the. fire, and we turned away, weary and 
smoke-choked, to watch eggs and young birds 
being roasted alive while their parents hovered 
helplessly above the flames. Mi 

The rare roseate tern nests in convincing 
numbers on one island, and the fairy-like 
little tern is steadily increasing. 

One of the commonest birds in Strangford 
Lough is the red-breasted meganser—a fish- 
eating duck, unknown in England as a breed- 
ing species. The nest is invariably found by 
following the fishy odour that pervades the 
atmosphere about the nest. 

One cannot go far without meeting the 
sharp-voiced pied oyster-catcher calling all 
and. sundry to the unwelcomeness of your 
visit. It nests among the shingle both along 
the shore of the mainland and on the islands. 
Once when photographing this extremely wary 
species I wanted to snap the bird gpg 
the nest, but the bird had become so use 
to the noise of the shutter that even when 
I clapped my hands or crushed paper she 
would not move, I sang a few notes, but 
she seamed to think the noise came from a 

assing crow, and, looking up, called angrily. 
Lifting the bottom of the hide a few inches, 
I threw some pebbles at the bird. She 
retaliated by flying to the top of the hide 
and trying to peck her way through, uttering 
a smothered roar all the time. Satisfied that 
she had successfully quelled the disturbance, 
she returned: to her nest, tucking her head 
among the feathers of her back, and went to 
sleep lulled by the crooning waves. 

“ 
Sanctuaries 

On one small island a corncrake nests every 
year in practically the same spot, and 
herring and black-backed gulls have an island 
to themselves. Of late years a few black- 
headed gulls have nested among the terns. 
Other breeding species include the rock and 
meadow pipits, redshank, sheldrake and mute 
swan. 

Occasionally one sees birds which by their 
structure are not adapted to this environ- 
ment; such birds as the gold crest, white- 
throat wren and blackbird, and more in- 
frequently cliff-nesting birds, such as the 
black guillemot, cormorant; shag and gannet. 
Qn one occasion a pheasant flew across the 
lough. 

Strangford also offers safety to many seals, 
otters and rabbits which haunt. the islands, 
but the sea-birds suffer from the depreda- 
tions of rats. It also offers i eg 
possibilities for those who like the roug 
and ready life of camping and boating. 
Nothing is more enchanting than to haul 
one’s boat clear of the water, watch the 
shadowy reflection of a shimmering sail 
reflected in the sea, and listen to the peace 
and gentleness of the still lough. The silver 
birches in the distant wood slowly dissolve 
into silhouettes, the sighing sough of the 
wind in the pines at the back of the tent 
is broken by the sobbing laugh of an en- 
chanted oyster-catcher heralding the dying 
day, the scream of an unseen tern makes 
Strangford Lough the haven it is. As Long- 
fellow wrote :— i 

“ And the night shall be filled with music, 


And the cares that infest the day 
Shall fold their tents, like the Arabs, 
And as silently steal away.”

The Dublin Operatic Society opened their 
short week's season at the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, last night, with a splendid per- 
formance of “La Traviata.” The guest 
artistes for the occasion were Elena Danieli 
and Heddle Nash, both of whom repeated 
the successes they had achieved in this opera 
last year. Elena Danieli is most happily 
built for the character of Violetta, and makes 
up very faithfully as the frail “ Dame aux 
Camiliaux.’’ It was a refreshing thing from 
the audience’s point of view to see a Violetia 
Who looked the part, so many successful 
soprani being handicapped by their physique. 
The opera was almost killed on its first per- 
formance because the Violetta was anything 
but a delicate consumptive. To superb acting 
Elena Danieli brought singing of glorious 
quality, Her singing reflected every range 
of emotion, from the ecstatic joy of the 
““ Ah. Forse Lui’’ aria, through the heart- 
breaking scene with Germont Pere, to the

stark tragedy of the death scene. She was 
in splendid voice, especially in the closing 
acene, where her work was sheer realism. 
She had a grand partner in Heddle Nash in 
the character of Alfred. He was not quite 
himself in the opening scene, and, for him, 
there was an unusual throatiness in the 
“ Drinking’ song that was disturbing, but 
as the voice got warm it regained all its 
familiar beauty of tone, and he rose to great 
heights in the closing scene. John Lynskey 
was capital in the part of George Germont,

Peter J. Flanagan made a brave 
show as the Baron Duphol, and Mona Sayers 
Fe the servant, Annina, with guiet ITE 
ut, for once in a way, Veronica Keary was 
not as effective as usual. The part of Flota 
did not, guite suit, her. 

The chorus worked with their usual 
enthusiasm, though they were somewhat 
ragged at times. The production and settings 
were, on the whole, well done, though Mr. 
Sydney Russell might have managed a 
different interior for the second act. ‘Lhat 
used showed wear and tear that even clever 
lighting could not conceal. 

Mr. Arthur Hammond conducted the werk,

The most experimental ‘thing about the 
first might of the Abbey Ksperimental 
Theatre (the Peacock, Dublin) was the 
third act of Mr. Mervyn Wall’s play. This 
play, unfortunately, has a poor title—there 
are two schools of thought about the pro- 
nunciation of the word “ clerks,’’ some prefer 
““clurks” and others “ clarks.’ Similarly 
there will be two schools. of thought abont 
the last act of this play. ' 

The action is laid in a room in Slattery’s 
Bank and a local public-house. ‘The first act, 
in tke bank, portrays office life rather well— 
the actors (members of the Abbey School of 
Acting) seemingly knowing more about 
offices than acting. Mr. Plus (Cecil Barror) 
was just a little too painful; but the others, 
including Mr. Fox (Gearoid Q h-Iceadha), 
made Tt interesting for the audience by tell- 
ing them about the dulness of life in a bank 
under an oppressive management. Working 
on overtime, the male members of the staff 
adjourn for a drink in the second act. Here 
things rather go to pieces. it is hardly usual 
for a bank clerk to put his hat m the sawdust 
under the table—or for a youth to forget to 
pour out his second drink. There is rather 
too much _ philosophising against “the 
system” with Mr. Mullin advocattng Com- 
munism. Mr. Doody, who was rather 
interesting in the first act about, his Con- 
tinental holiday, became boring, and one was 
glad when he left to return to the office. The 
arm of coincidence was stretched rather far 
m bringing Mr, Fox and his assistant 
separately into the snug of the public-house, 
and for Selskar and Muilin to become drunk 
on a smail amount of liquor. 

Then came the experiment. In green light, 
the audience was transported’ back to “he 
office; everyone was there (except that «a 
yellow light picked out Selskar) whom we 
were informed was not there. It was a little 
hard to believe, but everyone was. watching 
the authors and _ producer’s experiment. 
Somehow it did not quite get across until all 
the staff had gone. The ending was rather 
cleverly contrived; the drunken dream was 
a good idea, which probably kept some of 
the audience guessing. As an experiment, one 
might say it was interesting, and shows that 
the author has both ideas and promise. 

N.O.B.’s one-act play, ' The Phoenix,” was 
used as a curtain-raiser. There was little 
good about it except Mr. Cecil Barror's 
portrayal of Oliver Goldsmith in has student 
days. This play was originally ‘written in 
three acts; now it is too jerky for a one-act 
effort, as describing Goldsmith and college 
life in his day. There was too much rough- 
and tumble (the stage. is too small for it), 
and the combination of comedy and traged 
in the young student 's life is not too Boat 
The idea of Goldsmith’s statue outside the 
window of college was about the only thing 
that could be done to round the mS off. 
N.0.B., who was not present last night, needs 
to smoothen her work. Some of her dialogue 
is good, but “rough-housing' does not make 
a play. The actors did their best with the 
material at their disposal,

EXCELLENT VARIETY 


Three artists “held up: the show ” last 
night before the largest Monday night 
audience this year.

Peg Leg Bates, who has been in Dublin 
before, can dance as well on one foot as many 
variety stage artists «an on two, and better 
than some. His peg leg enables him to intro- 
duce real originality into his steps. Bobby 
Gillette and Shirley Richards wind up the 
variety part of the programme with a few 
songs, a good imitation of a banio, organ and 
harp trio, and an exotic dance. Jn his erches- 
tral selection Jimmy Campbell led his Royal 
Orchestra in old and new songs. Alban 
Chambers’ interlude was given with his usual 
polish. The film is “ The Magnificent Brute " 
with Victor McLaglen.

VIEW ON TOWN-PLANNING 
APPOINTMENT 


At a general meeting of the Royal Insti- 
tute of the Architects of Ireland, the 
President, Mr. H. Allberry, in the chair, the 
question of the proposed town plan for the 
City of Dublin was discussed at some length, 
and a resolution was unanimously passed 
stating that: ' We are unanimously of 
opinion that, if the Corporation deem it 
necessary to employ a non-national as a con- 
sultant in the preparation of a town-planning 
scheme for Dublin, to which view we do not 
necessarily subscribe, an architect or archi- 
tects, possessing town-planning qualifications 
and practising in the Saorstat, should be 
appointed to act as co-consultant with such 
non-national, tovensure that the requirements 
of local conditions and of Saorstat legislation 
shall receive the special consideration which 
the circumstances clearly necessitate.”

é The Department of External 
Affairs announces that the 
Italian Consulate-General in 
Dublin has been raised to the 
status of a Legation, and that 
Signor Lodi-Fe, Consul-General, 
has been appointed Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary of Italy to Saorstat 
Eireann.”’ 

The Italian Government has not hitherto 
been represented by a Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary in Dublin, and neither has the 
Free State Government been represented 
at the Quirinal. The elevation of the 
Italian representation in Dublin from a 
Consulate to a Legation will involve 
reciprocal action on the part of the Free 
State Government in Rome. The fact that 
already the Free State has a representa- 
tive at the Vatican does not affect the 
situation. In some cases, such as France 
and Belgium, the Free State Minister com- 
bines the representation to two countries, 
but this arrangement, it is understood, 
would not be suitable in the case of the 
Italian Government and the Vatican, con- 
sequently a separate Minister will in all 
likelihood be appointed. This, however, 
may not be done for several months. 

Signor Lodi-Fe, who is now Italian 
Minister to the Free State, entered the 
Diplomatic and Consular Service in 1908. 
He was Attaché in Egypt and then in-the 
United States. At the time of the 
Italo-Turkish war he was sent to the 
Island of Rhodes as Royal Civil Adminis- 
trator of the Aegean Islands. During the 
Great War he was in Macedonia until the 
armistice. At this date he was sent to 
Constantinople, attached to the office of 
the Italian High Commissioner, later hold- 
ing the position of High Commissioner 
for some time. He was Italian delegate 
of the Restitution Commission (Repara-. 
tion Commission) from 1920 to 1922: 
member of Signor Mussolini’s Party at 
the London Conference on Reparations, 
1922: from 1923 to 1933 he was Consul 
General for Italy. in Croatia (Zagreb), 
and for some time in the Alpes Maritimes 
(Nice). He came to Dublin early in 1934. 
and last year he was promoted Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister 
tentiarv of the First Class. 

Ministers Plenipotentiary in Dublin at 
present represent the United States, 
Germany, the Vatican and France. The 
post of Spanish Minister Plenipotentiary 
is vacant since the departure of Sefior 
Don Alvaro de Aguilar.

HE London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company’s attitude 
towards Dun Laoghaire Harbour was 
discussed at last night’s meeting of 
Dun Laoghaire Corporation, when it 
was suggested that something should 
be done to bring the present mono- 
poly to an end. 

Mr. J. P. MeCabe asked whether any 
report had been submitted concerning a 
deputation in connection with proposals of 
the railway company. The company, he 
said, had spent thousands and thousands 
of pounds on Holyhead, but were not doing 
anything for Dun Laoghaire. 

He complimented Mr. Good on having 
originally raised the question of conditions 
at Carlisle Pier, but he thought that the 
Jorporation should take steps to induce 
the British and Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany to run boats from Dun Laoghaire to 
Holyhead in opposition to the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company. He 
believed that if the British and Irish Com- 
pany got some recognition from the 
Government they would run boats and 
break the existing monopoly. The Isle of 
Man boats should also be induced to come 
to Dun Laoghaire. 


MATTER “ SUB-JUDICE '' 


The Chairman-(Mr. J. P. Dooge) said 
that the deputation had been received in 
Londoa, and negotiations were proceeding, 
but the matter was, as it were, still 
sub-judice. Nothing could be done to 
stop the London, Midland and Scottish 
boats before their contract came to an end 
in 1940. 

It was to be seen from the newspapers 
that the London, Midland and Scottish 
Company were already afraid that the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Company 
would get the new contract. 

He pointed out, however, that Mr, 
McCabe was mistaken in saying that the 
old City of Dublin Company employed 
more Irishmen on their boats than were 
employed in the present service, They 
employed even less than’ were now 
employed. 

Mr. Good said that the Carlisle Pier was 
a cold and windy place, and that owing to 
the wide separation of the planks one had 
to pick one’s steps warily on the pier.

UNDREDS of people were 
arrested in Belgrade yesterday, 
following an anti-Italian demonstra- 
tion on the occasion of the visit of 
Dr. Benes, the Czechoslovak Presi- 
i dent, says Reuter. 

Soma 600 students near the Imvalids' 
Home unfurled great banners bearing the 
slogan: ‘‘Long Live the Union of 
Democratic Countries,’’ and _ shouted: 
“Down with Fascist Italy.” 

Over one thousand people were quickly 
driven by the police into a yard from 
which some hundreds were later taken to 
prison. 


PRECAUTIONS 


Enthusiastic though the welcome was to 
the Czechoslovak President, it would have 
been even more so had not the authorities 
closed all the roads into Belgrade and 
forbidden many thousands of processionists 
from the surrounding countryside to enter 


the city. This was done, it was explained 
officially, because it was feared that the 
people would use the occasion of Dr. 
Benes’s visit to make a great popular 
demonstration against the foreign policy 
of Dr. Stoyadinovitch, the Prime Minister 

President Benes, accompanied. by his 
wife, arrived by special train from Prague 
on a special visit to Prince Paul, the 
Regent. They were met at the station by 
Prince and Princess Paul. The Mayor, M. 
Viada Ilitch, presented them with bread 
and salt as a token of welcome. 


ORDER OF WHITE LION 


Later President Benes decorated Queen 
Maria of Yugoslavia, and Prince and 
Princess Paul with the Order of the White 
Lion, the highest order of Czechoslovakia. 

The President lunched with the Royal 
Family at the White Lodge. Last after- 
noon he received Dr. Stoyadinovitch, and 
later visited Queen Maria and the boy 
King Peter, on whom he also conferred 
a decoration. 


TREATIES 

A political treaty and a new trade treaty 
was signed on March 26 between Italy 
and Yugo-Slavia. Herr Hitler sent his 
congratulations on the treaty, which, he 
said, he regarded “as an important con- 
tribution in the consolidation of European 
peace.”

UNIFORMED POLICE PRAISED 


the action in which Daniel Lynch. 
a farmer, of Lyre, Carrignavar, Co. Cork, 
claimed £300 damages against Chief 
Superintendent Michael Fitzgerald, Union 
quay, Cork, and Detective Officers Owen 
Moore, John Condon .and John F. 
Rodgers, 32 Merrion street, Dublin, ‘“ for 
loss and damage suffered by him by the 
killing of his son, Michael Patrick 
Lynch,” in Marsh’s cattle yard, Copley 
street, Cork, on August 13, 1934, on the 
occasion of a sale of seized catile. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave judgment for 
Chief Superintendent Fitzgerald, but with- 
out costs; and judgment for the plaintiff 
for the full amount claimed against the 
three detective officers, with costs on the 
High Court scale. He refused a stay of 
execution. 

The case for the plaintiff was that on 
August 13, 1934, Chief Superintendent 
Fitzgerald was in charge of the Gardai in 
Cork, and that members of the special 
branch of the detective division, including 
the other three defendants, opened fire on 
civilians in the yard with revolvers and 
rifles, Michael Patrick Lynch being 
fatally wounded. Plaintiff alleged that 
the shooting was unnecessary and un- 
justifiable. 

Chief Superintendent Fitzgerald, in his 
defence, denied that he did or commanded 
the acts alleged. The other defendants 
denied every allegation. They stated that 
they were specially charged to protect a 
a man named O'Neill, whose life pre- 
viously had been threatened, and that a 
body of men armed with sticks, batons and 
other weapons, and assisted by a crowd 
of about 2,000, drove a lorry through 
Garda cordons and through the locked gate 
of the yard. It was pleaded that if 
any member of the Garda fired upon 
civilians, they did so in the belief 
that shooting was necessary to pro- 
tect life, property and public order, end 
that in these circumstances the death of 
Lynch was in point of law a justifiable 
homicide if he were a participant in the 
rioting, and an accident not involving 
lability in law if he were an innocent 
bystander. 


SERIOUS ASPECT 


In the course of his judgment, Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that the case had a 
very serious aspect, inasmuch as a civilian 
had been killed by the. armed forces of 
the State, and it was important that the 
principles governing the use of firearms 
against an assembly of civilians should 
be clearly laid down. It was common 
knowledge that the non-payment of the 
land annuities by many farmers forced 
the Government to take steps to recover 
the amounts due from the defaulters. 
Without a judgment of any Court, but by 
virtue of the appropriate warrant from 
the Land Commission, the sheriff was en- 
titled to enter and seize the stock or 
chattels and sell same by public auction 
in payment of the amount due. This 
course, which was perfectly legal, caused 
a considerable amount of feeling and 
hostility amongst the farmers and their 
sympathisers, and it would appear from 
the evidence that associations were 
formed for the purpose of protesting and 
holding demonstrations of protest 
against the action of the Land Commis- 
sion. The parties were quite within their 
rights in taking this course so long as 
their objects and assemblies did not 
transgress the law. 

There was no definite evidence in the 
case of attempts physically to obstruct 
sales, but it was clear that the sales were 
interfered with, sometimes by the pre- 
vious removal of cattle or through the 
absence of genuine buyers of cattle; and 
anonymous buyers from Northern Ireland 
were brought by the Land Commission 
under protection and introduced to the 
sales, and they were thus enabled, as ap- 
peared from the evidence of this case, to 
purchase the cattle at a gross under- 
value. It was obvious and was well known 
that this course was one tending to 
create great hostility to the Land Com- 
mission and to their action in asserting 
their legal rights, and at every stage 
efforts were made to thwart them. In this 
particular case the sheriff had a warrant 
for the payment of annuities amounting 
to £16 9s. 11d. for arrears unpaid by a 
tenant, Covenny, The sheriff seized 
three cows, three calves and a bull, .and 
at the subsequent auction the Govern- 
ment buyers puichased them for £8 15s. 

The Court was concerned in this case 
more immediately with two particular 
sales held in Marsh’s Yard, Cork, an 
enclosed vard to which were admitted 
only those persons believed by the 
Guards to be respectable and respon- 
sible. On July 27th a sale was held at 
Marsh's Yard of some cattle, and certain 
incidents on that occasion. were. relied 
upen by the defendants in this case. The 
yart was closed and guarded by the 
Garda Siochana, who permitted only 
those whom they considered proper per- 
sons into the sale. There was a large 
crowd outside, and he was satisfied, on 
the evidence, that at one time some 
members of the crowd attempted to rush 
the gate, but were driven back by the 
Guards and also that some of the cattle 
were driven away.

Cussen, the secretary of the Cork 
Annuitants’ Association, was alleged to 
have said to Mr. O’Neill in the hearing 
of several Guards: “ Mr, Bum O'Neill, 
we will get you yet.” If something like 
that was said, no particular notice was 
taken of it at the time, save to tell Cussen 
to stop his interruptions; nor were any 
proceedings taken upon it on the basis -of 
it having conveyed to anyone a serious 
threat. 

Chief Superintendent Fitzgerald, a 
sensible and experienced officer, took this 
view. The other incident was that, at the 
end of the sale in the yard, a man named 
O'Sullivan attempted fo strike ‘“ Bum 
O’Neill.”” He did not assault him, and 
was put out of the yard. This incident 
was treated in the same way as the other, 
and no proceedings or action were taken 
upon it. These defendants, with some 
other detective officers, were present on 
that occasion, and, while it is alleged that 
it was their special duty to protect 
O'Neill, they seemed to have left that 
duty in this particular instance to the 


SPECIAL PRECAUTIONS 
Mr, Justice Hanna said that he had 
formed the opinion that what took place 


to it at the time by anyone, but had been

and accordingly special precautions were 
taken to keep the peace on that occasion. 

The buyers were protected by members 
of what is known as the ‘‘S”’ Division of 
the Garda Siochana. Now, who are they? 
asked Mr. Justice Hanna. The Garda 
Siochana were, he said, divided into the 
uniformed Guards, who were unarmed ; 
the crime (ordinary) detective officers, 
who were armed, and these ‘‘S’’ men, 
numbering eighty-four, who were a special 
section by themselves. The crime (ordi- 
nary) detective officers might have been 
called “S' men previous to 1933, but he 
was of opinion that from the autumn of 
1955 a special body of armed men, called 
by courtesy ‘‘ Guards” and taking the 
oath as Guards, but designated officiatly 
“B' men, was formed for the specific 
purpose of putting into force the powers 
of the Government under Article IT A of 
the Constitution, the Treasonable Offences 
Act, and the Firearms Act; and also, 
when required, to do special- protection 
duty for individuals. They were not given 
the training or discipline of the ordinary 
unformed Guards, which was long and 
effective. For about three months they 
were given instruction in these Acts :of 
Parliament and their duties thereunder ; 
but he was satisfied on the evidence that 
these men were selected mainly for their 
skill and experience with the gun. 


* UNCONTROLLED ” 

If he were to take the seven of these 
men who appeared before him as typical, 
they had all been members of the Irish 
Republican Army and admitted that they 
were skilled in, and accustomed to. the 
use of firearms long before joining the 
armed forces of the State. In the execu- 
tion of the duties detailed to them as 
members of the armed forces, they were 


} uncontrolled and left to their own undis- 


ciplined judgment in the use of firearms. 
It was submitted on their behalf that, 
having regard to the nature of their work, 
this was inevitable. While not accepting 
that contention, it would seem that, even 
if it were so, there was all the more neces-- 
sity for careful training and severe 
discipline.

more men and arms beyond the usual 
number of seven men armed with revolvers, 
He was not given extra men. He was 
civen extra arms in the form of four rifles 
and 200 rounds of ammunition. 


POWER TO PROCLAIM 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that if there was 
a belief on the part of the authorities that 
a breach of the peace would occur, requir- 
ing extra men or arms, the meeting should 
have been proclaimed under Section 24 of 
Article II. (a) of the Constitution. This 
power of proclaiming meetings was to 
prevent the very thing that subsequently 
happened—a conflict between the Guards 
and civilians, and to act, further, as a 
serious warning to those who might be 
inclined to take part in the meeting. He 
was satisfied that the authorities knew 
that this would be a big meeting, and that 
extra precautions should be taken on this 
occasion. The three anonymous buyers, 
so-called O'Neill (including ‘* Bum 
O'Neill ”) went from Dublin to Marsh’s 
Yard in two cars, accompanied by seven of 
the ‘‘S’’ men, each armed with revolver 
and ammunition, and having in each car 
two rifles and a hundred rounds of .303 
ammunition. They said that their special 
duty was to protect the life of O'Neill, or 
the lives of the three O’Neills. 


in Marsh's sale yard, as disclosed by the 
evidence, Mr. Justice Hanna asked: What 
precautions were taken in this situation by 
the authorities in Cork? In his opinion their 
plans were, he said, well-conceived and 
satisfactory. from every point of view, as the 
result showed. Chief Superintendent Fitz- 
gerald was in charge of the whole force from 
Cork. The '“S' men from Dublin clearly 
repudiated any authority on his part to inter- 
| with them in any way, their view being 
that they would not rave taken orders from 
him; that they knew their own job and 
would carry it out as they thought best. He 
had formed the opinion that Chief Super- 
intendent Fitzgerald, in face of this delibe- 
rate repudiation, was not quite sure of his 
position with regard to these men; but he 
was satisfied that if he had seen them doing 
anvthing wrong and had an opportunity to 
interfere he would tave done so. 

As regards his own force, Chief Super- 
intendéent Fitzgerald had requisitioned 330 
men, There could be no doubt that the 
Guards were well placed to deal with any 
disturbance other than something very ex- 
traordinary or unexpected. No complaint of 
kind had been made about their con- 
and in his opinion they deserved every 
commendation, both officers and men, for 
their steadiness and courage in the events 
which subsequently occurred.

FIRED TO KILL 


Coming to what he described as the crucial 
guestion about the firing, Mr. Justice Hanna 
said that the seven ‘‘S”’ men, without any 
officer or control, were at various points 
throughout the yard, There was no doubt in 
his mind that Moore started the fusillade. 

had no reliable evidence about the check- 

of the ammunition of the ‘‘S”’ men, and 
he was not satisfied about the number of 
shots fired at the crowd or, as alleged, in the 
air. 

It was alieged that twenty shots were 
fired in the air, but he did not think any 
of these men would waste a shot. He 
believed that all of them fired to kill. 
It was a deliberate and concerted 
action on the order and example of 
Moore, whether it was taken as a com- 
mand or not. 

The defence put forward on behalf of these 
ttree defendants (the members of the **S”’ 
branch) was that their action was necessary 
ms a jast resort to protect the life of the 
man, O'Neill, or, as it ultimately was put 
at the trial, to protect the lives of the three 
O'Neills, or to protect the lives of the de- 
fendants, or to protect them from being dis- 
armed. In his opinion this defence was 
merely a legal afterthought and quite unsus- 
tainable. Outside the yard there were about 
200 capable Guards with about a dozen armed 
detectives, and the suggestion that these 
forces were not ‘sufficient to protect both the 
*S** men and the O'Neills against men who 
came in:a'lorry, and the few who came in 
following it, who had only the usnal weapons 
of an Irish country crowd, could not be 
accepted by any reasonable person. He cer- 
tainly could not hold for a moment that there 
was any justification for sending fusillade 
after fusillade of revolver and rifle shots into 
the men huddled in the lorry and at the 
three or four men running to escape, 


NO SPECIAL LAW 


On the subject involving the loss of civilian 
life at the hands of armed forces of the State 
the Jaw had to be very exact, and justice 
very exacting,. There was no case or authority 
dealing with the position of an uncontrolled 
body of men in the employment of the State 
left to use their firearms at their own dis- 
cretion, All the propositions that had been 
laid down dealt in the earlier cases with the 
responsibility of armed citizens called together 
by the Sheriff or the magistrate to quell a 
riot, The “8 '' men involved in this case as 
defendants, notwithstanding their limitations 
in regard to recruiting, control, discipline 
and training, must be regarded ag part of the 
armed forces of the State, and there could be 
bo special law for them, nor any special 
excuse made for them. If, by reason of any of 
these matters they were more likely to be a 
menace and a terror to the public than a 
protection, the responsibility ultimately would 
fall on the State. No matter what duties 
these “8” men might be engaged in, they 
fell, just like the members of the Regular 
Army, under all the duties and liabilities of 
an ordinary citizen in the use of arms; nor 
were they exempt from the ordinary process 
of law. 

Mr. Justice Hanna referred to a number of 
authorities, and ¢ited with approval the prin- 
ciple laid down in Dicey’s Law of the Consti- 
tution, that even if an officer in charge, acting 
carefully and with judgment, gave an order to 
fire, the command was justified only by the 
fact that no less energetic course of action 
would be sufficient to put down the disturb- 
ance. In the report of the Special Commis- 
sion, consisting of Lord Shaw of Dunferm- 
line, Lord Chief Justice Moloney and Mr, 
Andrews (formerly the Right Honourable Mr, 
Justice Andrews), upon the Bachelor’s Walk 
shooting and the landing of the guns in 
Howth in 1914 by the Volunteers, the limita- 
tion upon the right to fire upon an unlawful 
assembly was, he said, put very clearly: “The 
military should only, and legally can only, be 
convened to interfere with, quell or disperse 
an unlawful assembly, if that assembly is un- 
Jawful in the sense that it has committed, or 
threatens to commit, serious and violent 
crime as; for instance, setting fire to or 
destruction of buildings or property, killing 
or maiming or seriously injuring persons. . .”’

Next r, Justice Hanna quoted from the 
instructions issued to the Guards on the use 
of firearms, dated November 24th, 1932, 
copies of which the Chief Contmissioner had 
sent for the use of the Court, This document 
had, he said, been prepared with great care 
and precision, and if any of the defendants 
ever saw it before this case started, or heard 
of it, they certainly showed a complete dis- 
regard of its provisions, The circular 
stated, tier alia :—‘‘ Setting aside for the 
moment the ordinary dictates of humanity, 
it is, for the reasons mentioned, in the 
hichest decree essential that when the Garda 
are caepelien to resort to force in dealing 
with the public their actions should be 
governed resolutely by prudence, foresight 
and absolute discretion...” ‘“. . . There 
is far too great a readiness to resort to the 
use of fivearms in dealing with disorderly 
persons...” “ .. A gun should not be 
discharged until there is no other practical 
course open but to employ it with fatal 
effect..." “ . . All detective officers 
as well as any other member of the Force who 
may on occasion be authorised to carry arms 
are seriously warned against the unnecessary 
or ill-advised use of revolvers.” “ When- 
ever a senior or superior in rank is present 
his authority should be obtaimed before a 
gun is produced or used.” 

This circular was, said Mr. Justice Hanna, 
a correct statement of the law and a perfect 
instruction to those of the Force who were 
authorised to use arms. The armed forces 
could fire upon an unlawful riotous assembly 
only when such a course was necessary as a 
last resort to preserve life. If force was 
threatened it could be repelled by force, but 
such repelling force was not reasonable if it 
was either greater than was reauisite for the 
purpose or disproportionate to the evil to be 
prevented > 


“A RASH ACT” 


On none of those tests could the three 


| Special ” defendants receive a favourable 


decision. It was, in the most favourable 
view, a rash act, done in reckless ai min 
of necessity, and could’ have een 
committed ‘only by inexperienced and 
undisciplined men. A moment's thought 
and consideration should have shown 
them (if they were reasonably cool and not 
filled with ill-will against the farmers who 
had given so much trouble) that the strong 
bodies of guards, as they in fact showed 
themselves to be, were quite able to deal with 
the situation, ge 

There had been disclosed a very striking 
and lamentable fact from the standpoint of 
public safety—namely, the deliberate repudia- 
tion by these armed “f8” men of the 
authority and control of the Cork officers. 
This bore upon their irresponsibility. Surely 
it could not be that wheh seven armed men 
of ordinary rank were sent out without a 
sergeant or officer in control to do duty in a 
disturbed area, where there were a chief 
superintendent and several superintendents 
and inspectors, it was to be said that they 
were entitled to snap their fingers at those 
officers and be a law unto themselves. This 
was not a case of one man or two men pro- 
tecting an individual, but of seven. The fact 
that Moore and Condon were made sergeants 
shortly after this occurrence could not deceive 
anyone. It was too obvious. An ordinary 
Guard took years of hard service to attain 
the rank of sergeant, but these two men, 
notwithstanding their want of training and 
knowledge of Guards’ duties, were given (he 
did not say they attained) that rank in about 
a year after joining the force. 

These ““8” men were not real Civic 
Guards, said Mr. Justice Hanna. They were 
an excrescence upon that reputable body. 
Such an armed force might be necessary in 
the community in addition to the Regular 
Army, but the cloak of the Guards should 
not be thrown over them, and for them 
another category easily could be found, On 
the question of baton versus firearms as a 
means of dispelling the mob or preserving 
order the action of these men was condemned. 

In regard to Chief Superintendent Fitz- 
gerald there was no evidence of anything 
which would impose a legal liability upon him, 
and, accordingly, a judgment must be given 
in his favour. As ards the measure of 
damages or compensation it could only be the 
pecuniary loss of the father. He must take 
into account the circumstances of the family, 
and, in particular, the age of the father and 
some estimate of the length of time during 
which he would have had the benefit of his 
son's help. He had worked out the damage 
in detail to about £346, but as only £300 was 
claimed he gave judgment against the three 
defendant detective officers for that amount, 
with High Court costs.

Answer: £300, 


REPORT TO ATTORNEY- 


GENERAL 


“But,” coneluded Mr, Justice Hanna,

NO CONTROL OVER RATES

DUBLIN’S INCREASE 


The comparatively rapid rate at which the 
population of Dublin increased during the 
inter-censal ten years has caused considerable 
Surprise in Belfast, and is the subiect of 
special comment by the Northern Ireland 
census authorities. Precise comparisons are 
somewhat difficult to make, in so far as some 
of the new residential suburbs of Belfast ex- 
tend over rural areas in the Coupties of 
Antrim and Down. To the existence of stich 
semi-urbanised residential areas is doubtless 
due the fact that Antrim and Down, by con- 
trast with the other four counties of Northern 
Ireland, show increased populations.

- Pending the issue of further analyses of 
Northern Ireland figures it is impossible to 
estimate the extent to which such increases 
in urban were attributable re- 
spectively to natural increases (excesses of 
births over deaths) and to immi i S. 
however, it: be assumed that the rate of 
natural increase in Belfast was approximately 
the same as in Dublin City and County 
(where, omitting increases due to immigration, 
the population increased by 47,000 persons), 
the published figures would seem to indicate 
that the Northern ‘capital experienced no 
increase, from net inimigration. Rather, 
indeed, would it appear that there was a 
greater outflow of emigrants than an inflow 
of immigrants during the ten years 1927 to 
1957. If more detailed returns should con- 
firm that assumption they will establish 
marked contrasts between the Northern and 
Southern capitals, and may even justify the 
presumption that the rate of overseas emi- 
gration from Belfast considerably exceeded 
similar emigratien from Dublin !:

Thus we have the rather remarkable fact 
that the proportionate excess of female over 
male ponulations is greater in Dublin than 
it is in Belfast, where the demand for female 
labour in textile factories was assumed to 
account for such sex disproportions. In that 
connection the fact that the sex disproportion 
in Dublin increased much more rapidly than 
in Belfast during the inter-censual period may 
possibly he attributed to abnormal increases 
in Free State industries which are suitable 
for female employment. 


SIMILAR PROBLEMS 


As necessarily tentative reflectiors, made 
on the basis of the preliminary and incom- 
plete figures which are now available, it 
appears to be possible to reach the broad con- 
clusion that the Free State and Northern 
Ireland Governments are faced with closely 
similar social and economie problems— 
namely, to find means by which the flight 
from countrysides to cities and towns may he 
stemmed: and, more especially, to discover 
and provide such rural attractions as may in- 
duce the young women to play their appro- 
priate parts in the rural organisations of both 
States. ! 

When later and more detailed census re- 
turns are avatlable to show relative particulars 
of male and female occupations, and compara- 
tive Statistics of marriage ages and of birth 
and death-rates, the necessary materials will 
be forthcoming for more exhaustive and use- 
ful comparative studies. Meanwhile there is 
food for thought and reflection in the facts 
and. figures which have already been

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” FAKIR EVADING 
PEACE ISSUE 
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TENSION ON NORTH-WEST 
FRONTIER

The situation on the North-West 
Frontier continues to be strained, says a 
Reuter New Delhi telegram. The fire- 
brand Fakir of Ipi, leader of the 
Waziristan hostile tribes, continues to 
evade the issue of coming to terms with the 
Government. 

The Utmanzai Wazir Jirga (Council of 
Headmen), which is acting as liaison be 
tween the Fakir and the British authori- 
ties has now reported that the Fakir states 
that he is unable to make a decision re- 
garding a settlement with the Government, 
without first consulting representatives of 
the other frontier tribes. It is believed, 
however, that instead of trying to persuade 
them to accept a peace he is sparing no 
effort to incite the tribes against. the 
Government. Special efforts are reported 
to have been made by the Fakir with the 
tribes of South Waziristan, but South 
Waziristan is so far remaining quiet. 

It is reliably estimated that during last 
Monday week's battle, in which two British 
oficers, two Indian officers, and nineteen 
Indian other ranks were killed, the 
Fakir’s men lost 92 killed, 64 severely 
wounded, and hundreds slightly wounded. 
Government military posts in the lower 
Tochi Valley were heavily sniped on last 
Friday night, and an unsuccessful attempt 
was made to damage one of the bridges 
across the river. Heavy rains, however, 
have since discouraged further hostile 
activity in this sector, 

Meanwhile General Sir Robert Cassels, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army in India, 
has gone up to Peshawar, chief town of 
the North-West Frontier Province, 

Official circles emphasise that no especial 
significance should be attached to the visit, 
as Sir Robert invariably visits one of his 
commands at this time of the year.

PROCLAMATION - 
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GERMANY'S STRONG 
PROTEST 
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NOTE of protest against the 

anti-Nazi proclamation (re- 
ferred to in last Saturday’s “Irish | 
Times’’) relating to South-West 
Africa has been handed to General 
Hertzog, the Union Prime Minister, 
by Herr Emil Wiehl, German 
Minister in Cape Town, says a Reuter 
Cape Town telegram. 

The proclamation, which was published 
on Friday in Pretoria, contained sweeping 
provisions directed against the an 
movement in South-West Africa, formerly 
a German colony, and now governed by 
the Union under a League mandate. 

It must, says the German Note, be 
regarded as a “ combative measure against 
the Germans in South-West Africa.” 
The Note refers to the report of the 
South-West Africa Commission ' on un- 
proved allegations on which the proclama- 
tion is based ”’ 


THE COLONIES 


The Commission’s report strongly con- 
demned the actions of the German section 
in South-West Africa, who, it was stated, 
associated themselves with persons of 
position in Germany who openly made 
propaganda for the return of their former 
colonies. 

The Note adds: *‘ The German Govern- 
ment feel compelled to protest against the 
proclamation, because it puts the German 
population in the mandated territory 
under a special law within general 
administrative regulations. For such a 
combative measure by the Government of 
the Union of South Africa againste the 
Germans in South-West Africa there is no 
justified reason whatsoever. 


EQUAL RIGHTS 


“ The allegation of inadmissible inter- 
ference by German nationals with institu- 
tions in the territory is not correct. 
Germans in South-West Africa justly feel 
a cause of grievance because, in spite of 
the London agreement of 1923, and subse- 
quent promises of equal rights in polities, 
culture, language and economics are more 
and more being denied them, and because 
they feel they are being hampered in their 
development by various measures.’’ 


THE BAN 


“ This deplorable situation,” the Note 
goes on, “is contradictory to the provi- 
sions of the mandate. The situation is 
even more agzravated by the -proclama- 
tion, which is opening unlimited scope for 
an arbitrary decision by administrative 
authority. The German Government has 
repeatedly asked the Government of the 
Union cf South Africa to eliminate ten- 
sions in South-West Africa through 
mutual understandings.”’ 

The proclamation forbids all but British 
subjects from taking part in any way in 
the activities of declared public bodies or 
political organisations in the mandated 
territory. is 

British subjects are also forbidden to 
promise allegiance to, or obey the orders 
of, any sovereign or head of a State other 
than His Majesty, or any Government, 
member or official of a Government or 
State other than the Union of Sonth 
Africa, or any foreign political organisa- 
tiom or member thereof... Penalties. are 
provided for offenders. “The proclamation 
has met with a chorus of protest in the 
German Press. 


ABSENT FROM SHIP 
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-BRITISH SEAMEN 
SENTENCED AT GIBRALTAR 


Four British seamen were yesterday 
sentenced to fourteen days’ hard labour 
and ordered to pay costs of 3s. 2d. each 
om a charge under the Merchant Shipping 
Act (1894) of absenting themselves with- 
out permission from the Cardiff steamer 
Helmstrath at Valencia between March 23 
and March 29, says a Reuter Gibraltar 
telegram.

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SIR WILLIAM BERRY 


Sir William John Berry, K.C.B., the dis- 
tinguished naval architect, collapsed and died 
when alighting from his car at St. Dunstan's 
Hill, Sutton, Surrey, yesterday. Sir William 
was born in 1865 at Sheerness, and was edu- 
cated at the Sheerness Schools and at the 
Royal Naval College, Greenwich. His’ con- 
nection with naval urchitectuve dated from 
1887, when he was appointed to the Royal 
Corps of Naval Constructors, Posts, at Chat- 
ham.

BATHS 
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DUBLIN CORPORATION 
PROBLEMS 


UBLIN Corporation last night discussed 
1) the question of erecting municipal 
baths in the city centre, and after con 
siderable discussion passed a resolution. 
“That the City Manager be requested to in. 
auire into the feasibility of acquiring the sir 
known as the Old Tobacco Stores in Stoyo 
street and the oid Customs, House dock for 
tha purpose of the erection of an up-to-daty 
swimming baths and boxing stadium.” 
As originally proposed by Mrs. K. Cla 
the resolution terminated with the wo, 
‘‘and that the site indicated be substituted 
for the one already recommended at Willian 
Park, Rathmines.” ‘This portion of the 
motion was debated in spirited fashion, the 
claim of Rathmines to baths being vigour. 
ously championed and trenchantly opposed. 
‘“It would not be fair,’ said Mr. 
Stafford, “to spend £100,000 on one district 
of the city.” They were entitled to have 
their baths in the centre of the city. 
Mrs. Maud Walsh said that Dublin was 
fifty years behind the times in the provision 
of municipal baths, A £6,000 site for baths 
had been purchased by the Rathmines Council 
seven years ago, and if that Council was still 
i: existence the baths would have been estab. 


lis 
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Mr. B. Butler stated that Rathmines was 
no longer a suburb, but was the hub of a 
big area. 


BATHS OR PLAYGROUNDS 


Mr. C. Breathnach asked if a playground 
would not be more usefal than a swimming 
pool in the Store street neighbourhood. 

Mr. Jim Larkin said that he had no sym 
pathy with the people of Rathmines wantin= 
a wash. What they wanted was a mental 
wash, They should be careful of the Greeks 
when they came with gifts. More money had 
been spent upon Rathmines than any other part 
of the city. Passing this resolution would no:

Council, ‘‘ having regard to the failure of the 
Corporation to arrange by friendly agreement 
for the taking over of Mountjoy square,” 
passed a resolution recommending to the City 
Manager the advisability of taking steps to 
acquire compulsorily the square. 

In the report of the City Manager it was 
stated that malicious destruction continued in 
Fairview Park. On the night of 17th-18th 
February eighty yards of iron railing was 
damaged and three trees broken. 

Alderman Kelly drew attention to the con- 
tinued destruction on their housing schemes. 
He spoke of trees being destroyed, and said 
that it was not the work of children. Debris 
had been strewn along the road at the 
D’Arcy’s Brewery scheme. It must have 
taken hours to do it, and there evidently was 
no one there to stop it. It was only a matter 
of time till the half-bricks left in the road 
would be thrown through the windows of the 
people living in the houses. At St. Michan’s 
House he had found old kettles and pans in 
the shrubbery. He had become a convert to 
a scheme of women caretakers. It was said 
that this damage was done by young people 
coming home from dances.
